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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Begala (5,185,062 or 5,595,629). 

Begala discloses sizing agents, column 5 and 4 respectively of Begala '062 and 
'629. Separate addition of cationic polymer and anionic polymer is taught. The addition 
of anionic polymer containing sulfonate groups having molecular weights as low as 
30,000 is disclosed in column 6 of each patent. The cationic polymer has aromatic 
group such as dimethylaminoethyl benzyl chloride acrylamide quaternary group, which 
is preferred Note in regard to claim 6 and 7, Begala "062 discloses sulfonated styrene 
polymer. 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The following prior art is cited to show the superior 
retention/flocculation performance of cationic polymers containing aromatic groups in 
papermaking: Nagarajan et al (6,007,679) and Maury et al (6,171,505).
